“I made a calculation the other day,” said 
a restaurant keeper, “of the amount of food 
an average high liver—that is a man who al¬ 
ways has a good appetite and treats himself 
well—would consume during a natural life¬ 
time of sixty years. Suppose he eats a 
pound of beef, mutton or other flesh every 
day, in a year he would consume 3(15 pounds 
and in sixty years 21,900 pounds of meat. 
He will eat the same weight of vegetables 
and quite as much bread, so here are 43,800 
pounds more. He will drink every day two 
quarts of coffee, tea, wine, beer or water, 
making a total of 10,900 gallons, or about 175 
hogsheads of liquid. This estimate does not 
include the probability that he will eat forty 
or fifty lambs with mint sauce, a couple of 
thousand spring chickens, about 200 pounds 
of butter, and 40,000 or 50,000 eggs, and four 
hogsheads of sugar. If all this supply were 
piled up on the scales it would weigh over 
forty-five tons, and if stored would fill a cot¬ 
ton warehouse from floor to ceiling. Yet, 
give a man time aud he will eat and drink it 
all, and pay for it, too, and that’s how res¬ 
taurant keepers manage to live.”— St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 

A Sole Leather Calculation. —There 
are 300,000 of people that walk about the 
streets of London daily, and in so doing they 
wear away a ton of leather particles from 
their boots and shoes. This would in a year 
form a leather belt six inches wide and one- 
fourth of an inch thick long enough to reach 
from London to New York. The amount of 
disintegrated leather at twenty-five cents a 
pound would amount to $25,000. Reduced 
to a strap one inch in width it would reach 
more than once around the world.— St. Louis 
Republic.

CUBING A COLD IN THE HEAD. 


Brooks looked with evident complacency on 


ltest Cometh After 


The commonest type of cold is that called 
“cold in the head,” to distinguish it from 
“cold on the chest.” This “cold in the head” 
has certain well-marked symptoms—a feel¬ 
ing of general malaise is experienced, often 
accompanied by a slight feverish sickness. 
Then comes a sensation of fullness in the 
head, there is sneezing, a profuse flow of 
tears, and irritating and copious discharge 
from the nose. This means that the mucous 
membrane of the nose is inflamed, and if this 
spreads down the back of the throat, the 
sufferer becomes hoarse. The best way to 
treat this troublesome complaint is to take a 
“hot drink.” An orange sliced and put into 
a large cup with a little sugar sprinkled over 
it, and boiling water poured upon it, and 
then drunk as hot as possible, is both pleas¬ 
ant and beneficial. The feet should be put 
into hot water, with or without a little mus¬ 
tard. This foot-bath should be taken at the 
bedside; the patient should be well wrapped 
up, and a blanket placed across his knees 
should be drawn outside the bath, so as to 
confine the steam. After keeping the feet in 
the water for from five to ten minutes, the 
patient should lose no time in getting into 
bed, where he will probably derive great ben¬ 
efit from the general feeling of warmth, and 
from the flow of perspiration which has been 
induced. If possible, at this stage, the pa¬ 
tient should remain in bed for two days, 
with a fire in his room, which should*e well 
made up at night, so as to keep alight until 
morning. But keeping in bed will do little 
good if the patient persists in holding a 
or book to read, for thereby he is

HOW CALICO 18 PRINTED. 

All of our readers know’ what calico is and 
are familiar with its uses, hut few know* 
how* it is printed. Thinking a little infor¬ 
mation upon this subject w*ould he interest¬ 
ing we describe the method now in use of 
printing this most common of cloths: 

The first connected with the printing of 
cloth is the removal of the surface hairs or 
minute thread which communicate a fibrous 
down or nap to the cloth. This is done by 
singeing over hot iron or copper rollers. 
When well singed the cloth undergoes the 
process of bleaching, and is thereafter calen¬ 
dered. There are several modes of apply¬ 
ing the colors to cloth, hut one of which, 
termed the madder style, w*e have space to 
describe. The madder style is that in which 
a certain fixing agent or mordant is printed 
on the cloth, w’bieli is then introduced into 
the coloring matter in a dye-vat, when the 
mordant, having an attraction alike for the 
fibre of the cloth and for the coloring matter, 
acts the part of glue or paste, and cements 
the color to the cloth. The fixing agents or 
mordants generally employed are different 
strengths of red liquor, iron liquor and mix¬ 
tures of these. These are thickened with 
wheat starch, potato flour, roasted starch or 
dextrine, an gum arabic, so that the mordant 
may not run when it is placed on the cloth 
by the pattern block or by the printing ma¬ 
chine. After the mordant has been imprint¬ 
ed on the cloth, the latter is hung in a warm, 
airy room, where it can easily dry hut where 
it is at the same time surrounded by a moist 
atmosphere. The result is that the mordant 
is decomposed, the acetic acid is evolved'and 
and the alumina or iron is left attached to 
the fibre of the cloth in the state of an in¬ 
soluble sub-salt, which cannot he dissolv¬ 
ed by w*ater. As some of the mordant 
is still left in its original soluble condition, 
it is necessary* to wash the cloth free from 
this, else, during the dyeing operation, the 
soluble part of the mordant would run on to 
those parts of the cloth not intended to he 
colored, and produce a blotted appearance. 
To obviate this, the cloth, having undergone 
the process of drying and ageing, is then in¬ 
troduced into a vat containing water, through 
which is diffused some cowdung dung sub¬ 
stitute—a preparation of hone-asli, sulphuric 
acid, carbonate of soda, and glue—or bran. 
The result of this process of dunging is the 
removal of the soluble part of the mordant, 
as also the starch or thickening agent, leav¬ 
ing the decomposed or insoluble mordant 
adhering to the fibre. When the cloth has 
been well w*aslied from the dunging, it is in¬ 
troduced into the vat or dyebeck containing 
the coloring matter. The w*hole is heated by 
steam-pipes, and the cloth being placed on a 
sparred reel kept in motion, is repeatedly 
wound out of the vat and returned thereto. 
The result is that wherever the mordant 
adhered to the cloth, the coloring matter is 
attached thereto, and little or no trace of 
color adheres to the unmordanted parts. The 
last operation is the clearing or brightening, 
during which the colored cloth is introduced 
into warm baths of water containing soda, 
soap, or, for the more delicate tints, bran, 
and is thereafter acted on by weak acid so¬ 
lutions. The object is to clear the colors and 
at the same time to confer upon them the 
property of resisting the fading action of the 
air and sun for a much longer time.

HARD FOOD MAZES HARD, FIRM TEETH. 

The law of deterioration from disuse, says 
a writer in Good Housekeeping, obtains with 
the teeth, as well as with other things. The 
constant and regular use of them in masti¬ 
cating hard food tends to make them contin- ! 
ually grow harder and stronger, and better 
able to resist the influences that make for de-1 
cay, while on the other hand, living on soft j 
food and neglect of mastication makes them I 
tender, softens the enamel and renders them j 
easily susceptible to corroding effects, i 
This is sometimes especially shown in the 
case of people after a long illness, who find 
their teeth tender and sore when they begin | 
to return to a diet of solid, hard food. A j 
dentist, speaking on this subject, says: Some 
men have Healthy teeth all their lives because 
they were given good, hard food during in¬ 
fancy. This is the period to begin to save 
the teeth. 

Mothers and nurses give children soft food 
utterly ignorant in many cases of the result. 
Crusts and hard stuffs should be given to 
children as soon as they can eat them. In 
this way the teeth begin to grow healthy, and 
gradually harden with lime and use. The 
chewing-gum girl gives her molars plenty of 
wholesome and unwholesome exercise. But 
chewing gum is not especially healthy, be¬ 
cause only part of the teeth are used. It is 
jaw exercise more than anything else. But 
in eating hard, wholesome food, all the teeth 
come in contact with the substance. Tobacco 
chewing is not healthy for the teeth, because 
the tobacco is generally placed in one loca¬ 
tion, like chewing gum, and there remains, 
until thrown out. The Southern negroes 
have better teeth than most any race, be¬ 
cause they use them from childhood up in 
masticating hard food.
